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INTRODUCTION 


The  Fourth  Bulletin  of  North  Carolina  Morbidity  Statistics, 
covering  the  calendar  year  1935,  contains  tabulations  similar  to 
those  in  previous  Bulletins.  In  addition  to  the  usual  tabulations 
there  is  included  in  this  Bulletin  a special  table  for  poliomyelitis 
in  1935,  giving  an  analysis  of  reported  cases  according  to  certain 
age  groups,  race  and  sex,  with  case  rates. 

In  1935,  beginning  the  middle  of  May  and  continuing  through 
August,  North  Carolina  had  an  unusual  prevalence  of  poliomyelitis 
concentrated  largely  in  the  east  central  section  where  it  reached 
epidemic  proportions.  During  this  period  reports  from  other  sec- 
tions of  the  State  varied  from  a normal  incidence  to  an  incidence 
slightly  higher  than  normal.  The  peak  of  this  epidemic  occurred 
in  July  with  229  reported  causes.  675  cases  were  reported  for  the 
year . The  highest  incidence  recorded  for  any  year  prior  to  1935 
was  in  1929  when  133  cases  were  reported.  Because  the  1935  epidemic 
was  an  unusual  occurrence  for  North  Carolina  and  for  latitudes  this 
far  South  it  is  felt  that  the  table  referred  to  above  showing  the 
analysis  of  reported  cases  should  be  of  interest  now  and  in  years 
to  come. 

The  1934  low  record  of  typhoid  fever  morbidity  (464)  was 
marred  in  1935  by  a rather  heavy  increase  in  reported  cases  (645). 
However,  the  morta.lity  rate  for  this  disease  has  decreased,  which 
probably  would  indicate  better  reporting  in  1935  than  in  1934, 

Another  indication  that  reporting  in  1935  was  better  than 
the  previous  year  is  the  fact  that  a larger  number  of  counties  re- 
ported in  1935  than  In  1934.  The  percentage  of  physicians  report- 
ing, however,  was  about  the  same  for  both  years. 

The  1720  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  in  1935  is  the  lowest 
number  recorded  for  any  year  since  1918,  the  first  year  that  mor- 
bidity records  were  kept  in  this  State.  This  is  indeed  encouraging, 
although  there  is  yet  room  for  considerable  Improvement  in  the  con- 
trol of  this  disease. 

In  September  1935  tuberculos is  was  made  reportable  to 
this  Department  rather  than  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium  as  has  been  the  procedure  heretofore.  It  is  felt  that 
this  change  in  reporting  this  disease  has  a distinct  advantage 
because  of  the  follow-up  work  that  can  be  done  by  the  local  health 
officer,  as  all  tuberculsis  report  cards  now  must  pass  through  his 
office  before  they  are  forwarded  to  this  Department. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  each  succeeding  issue  this  Bulletin 
will . become  more  useful,  especially  as  a basis  of  comparison  with 
morbidity  statistics  for  previous  years.
